GLEANINGS FROM THE PAST - PARISH AND DEANERY MAGAZINES 

The War Memorial in Deddington. At a public meeting on March 31, 1919, it was decided to 
commemorate the “Fallen in the War” by a monument. At a follow-up meeting in May a large 
majority favoured a memorial site in the middle of the pathway in the extended Churchyard. By June 
13 that year, 32 local ex-servicemen had personally collected the sum of £171.12.1. 

The design the Parishioners chose was by Mr. Smithin, to be executed by Messrs. Smithin and 
Cambray in Portland stone and to stand 12’ 6’’ high, surmounted by a cross with four lions at its base. 
The estimated total cost was £230. 

The unveiling and dedication of the Memorial took place on the afternoon of Sunday, August 6, 1922. | 
The unveiling was performed by Major General Sir Robert Fanshawe, KCB, DSO, who had been | 
associated with some of Deddington’s men in the War. The Vicar, the Revd. T. Boniface, dedicated the | 
Memorial, assisted by the Revd, T. Buckingham (Wesleyan) and the Revd. J. Carter of Oxford 
(Congregationalist), the two latter giving addresses. The Parish Church, Wesleyan and 
Congregationalist Choirs led the hymn singing, accompanied by a band. 

Relatives and friends of the Fallen, together with the Queen’s Own Oxfordshire Hussars and Ex- 
Servicemen from the Parish, placed a number of beautiful wreaths at the foot of the Memorial. The 
proceedings, well-arranged by a sub-committee, were somewhat marred by rain. The Service ended | 
with “The Last Post”, “Reveille” and the National Anthem, after which a muffled peal of bells was 
rung.

Thanks to the generosity of a Deddington resident, Daeda’s Wood’s 
wildflowers have been given a welcome boost. Twenty-six of us ae 
(age range 20 months to four-score years) turned out on October 22 a (ae. 
with our wellies and trowels to plant about 600 plugs. These Friends o AD aeda's Wood 
represented nine species: bird’s foot trefoil, common mallow, field scabious, aay s bedstraw, 

meadow cranesbill, nettleleaved bellflower, red campion, smail scabious, upright hedge parsley. 

Our warmest thanks to the person who made this possible. And we were well rewarded. Rain eased 

to drizzle and soon the sun broke through to spread a warming autumn glow on bent backs and 

earthy hands. 

There were once again many dog faeces in evidence. Two people have suggested to me that if the 
situation does not improve we should think again about Daeda’s Wood’s access-to-all policy, or at 

least request that canine visitors should be kept on a lead. The Woodland Trust is unlikely to 

sanction this; but at the moment the dogs — or some thoughtless owners — are effectively keeping 
children out instead. Most of our wildflower planters (from whom, incidentally, most dog walkers 
were conspicuously absent) made this point, especially after one toddler walked into a pungent pile.

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GARDENING NOTES 


| Know an apple tree isn't exactly a flower, though what could be 
more beautiful than blossom. But it’s apple time and | thought (if 
our Editor doesn't object) you might like to have an old favourite again: a recipe for 
apple cake which was published in the DN years ago and has been used by many readers 
since. You need two biggish cooking apples, peeled, cored and chopped. Rub 3 oz. of 
marge into 6 oz. of self raising flour and 3 oz. sugar (granulated, brown or demerara). 
Mix in the apples and then one beaten egg. You get a sticky firm mixture. Spread that 
into a sandwich tin, top it with a layer of demerara sugar and bake at 180° for 45 
minutes. It's delicious hot, eaten as a pudding, or cold as a cake. It freezes well.

Its six feet high and nine feet wide. It's beautifully coloured and full of detail. It's the illustrated 
Deddington Millennium Map, and a permanent site for it has still to be determined. Meanwhile, on 
Saturday 11 November 2000, for one day only, the Map will be on show at the Holly Tree Club from 
10 am to 4 pm. From first ideas in 1997 to presentation to the Parish Council on 10 November 2000, 
this non-profit undertaking has involved a specially commissioned aerial survey of the entire parish - 
Deddington, Clifton and Hempton, and the surrounding countryside - plus historical research, artistic 
illustrations, computer technology and many hundreds of hours of meticulous hand-painting. 
Conveniently sized copies of various sections of the Millennium Map, suitable for framing, will be on 
sale at the Holly Tree on 11 November. The map of Deddington village, 16" x 23" approx, costs £8.50

Mrs Maureen Cox (nee Monaghan) 23 Windmill Street. 

A very early memory dates from 1953 when “Dad bought one 
of the first black-and-white television sets in The Paddocks in order to see the Coronation.” This 
didn’t much impress Maureen, aged three, who can remember feeling terribly envious as all the 
neighbours’ children headed off for the Children’s Coronation Party in the village !

Keeping your balance..... 


ON THE FARM 

I started last month by saying that the harvest was all in the barn and 
this time I should be saying that all of next year's crops are safely in 
the ground, but it has not stopped raining since the start of October and 
at the time of writing most of the seed for next year's crops is still in the barn. The oats were 

planted a month late and have only just started to show through and wheat that we have managed 

to drill was 'mauled' into very wet seed beds. What does not rot, the slugs will get. Some of our 

land is now so wet that it will be impossible to work, so the whole cropping rotation has had to be 
re-arranged. We have had wet Autumns before and the crops have always been planted in the end. 

As my Father would say, "The weatherman will pay his debt and you should not plant wheat before 
Banbury Fair’, 

Autumn is often described as a time of mellow fruitfulness, but with the ongoing farce in Euroland and 

an official policy that seems to be turning the countryside into an exercise park, farming is neither mellow 
nor fruitful. With all farm commodity prices in free fall it is difficult to see ahead. As tenants, most of the 
diversification options are not open to us and this year we will need to sell 450 tons of wheat just to pay the 
rent. 

The rams went out on 1 October and seem to be enjoying themselves, so we should see the first lambs 

at the end of February. Each tup is given a different coloured ‘raddle' mark (a patch of vegetable oil-based 
paint on the brisket) to show if he is working. The ewes were split into 2 bunches of 220 with 5 rams to 
each bunch. The rams will stay out with the ewes until they come into their winter housing in late 
December ~ what a life ! 

Autumn is the start of a new farming year. Last year's harvest is safely gathered in, next year's lamb crop 

is on the way and next year's harvest is starting to grow (I hope). It is time to forget the problems and 
disappointments of last year and look forward to a new year and try not to make the same mistakes again. 
Autumn is also a time for Harvest Thanksgiving. Harvest Festivals are held in most Churches up and 

down the country but I wonder in these days of fast food and pre-packed meals just how many people in 
the parish realise that farming is the only source of their daily bread and without a financially viable 
agricultural industry in this country, all of their daily bread will have to be imported. We all saw the panic _ 
when the pumps ran dry a few weeks ago - just think what would happen if we were reliant on Euroland * _ 
to send us all our food needs and the boat did not come in. You think it could not happen? Well, just how 
many British car manufacturers are there left ?

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THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for the month of November |850:- 

5th NOVEMBER - Left Oxford by the 3 o'clock train reaching Aynho Wharf a little before 4 
o'clock where the carriage was waiting for me. The usual bonfire took place in the Market 
Place - tho’ not with my approbation on account of the spot whereon it took place. Things 
on the whole passed pretty quietly, tho’ Mr. Field and Mr. Margetts the grocer came in 
collision about the matter, the latter being the County Fire Office agent - Mr. Field 
encouraging the fire and fireworks, the latter endeavouring to put a stop thereto. A little 
before 10 o'clock Mr. Faulkener came down to complain that certain parties were bearing 
about burning materials steeped in Naptha, supplied to them as he said by Mr. Field's groom. 
This surprised and alarmed me and | went and shortly afterwards seized a great stout lad 
George Timberlake, apprentice to Cooper Williams, who was bearing a burning hay or straw 
whip down Hudson's Lane with 5 others whose language was most disgusting and horrible. 

This | believe checked that part of the proceedings. | saw, however, on the whole nothing so 
alarming as | had anticipated from Mr. F.'s representation, | did not think it necessary to 
interfere further - than to give the Beadle 2/- to sit up all night and see that al! things were 
safe. 

17th NOVEMBER ~- Spoke to Mr. Cartwright about digging stone in Aynho Pit (Gardener's) for 
Clifton's intended new Chapel. He said he would give the stone. 

20th NOVEMBER - | called at E. Bennett's to order the annual Pudding Pies to be sent to the 
Alms Houses. 

22nd NOVEMBER - Our annual Fair took place. i went to Oxford to attend the meeting of 
Clergy called by the Bishop to take place on consequence of the recent Papal Aggression. At 
least 700 or more of the Clergy of the Diocese and others of the University were present. 
The Bishop acquitted himself most admirably and efficiently on the occasion - in short no 
other Bishop or Member of either House of Parliament could have presided over such a 
meeting and terminated it so satisfactorily as the Bishop of Oxford. The Low Church Party 
behaved themselves most indecorously and riotously and cruelly towards the Bishop, and most 
unfeelingly. Only 13 or 14 opponents appeared eventually against the proceedings in one 
case, in the other 3 only. 


A LINK WITH THE PAST ? 

In September 2000, the Parish Church received a donation towards the maintenance of the fabric of the 
building from Ann Heymans, resident in Hitchen, in memory of her father, Stanley Appletree and his 
brother Reginald, "since the brothers were very proud of their links with the church and the family 
memonials in the chancel." Castle House belonged to the family throughout the Civil War and for 

most of the 17th and 18th centuries. 

By coincidence | was at the time re-reading Robert Graves' fictional reconstruction of the troubled first 
marriage of John Milton. Milton's first wife was Marie Powell, daughter of Richard Powell of Forest Hill 
to the north-east of Oxford, a few miles south from Stanton St. John. Milton was a fervent supporter of 
the Parliamentary cause but Richard Powell's sympathies lay with the Royalists and his estate was 
sequestered in 1646. The contents of the house were bought by a Mr. Matthew Appletree for £335. 
Could this be one of the Deddington family? The inventory included not only household goods and 
linen, but stock, timber, firewood, farm vehicles and wheat, malt and mastline (a mixture of rye and 
wheat) left on the premises. JEAN FLUX
